TO THE CITIZENS OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF 
THE TOWN OF STRAFFORD. 


In accordance with the laws of the state, and as your ser- 
vants, we must again render an account of our stewardship. 

Your committee have labored faithfully for what they 
considered the best interests of the whole. | 

Some of the schools supported may look small, but cir- 
cumstances and the matter of transportation was such that 
it was deemed advisable to so support them. 

With the High school taking our largest and brightest 
pupils from our ungraded schools, it leaves those of such 
tender years that it seemed hardly advisable to transport 
them any great distance, and by figures based upon offers 
of transportation, we failed to see any great saving. 

It is a low estimate that on an average one-fourth of each 
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term is consumed in recovering lost ground. With an ad- 
ditional term and shorter vacations, more could be accom- 
plished. And yet these children, very many of them, could 
not, during our average winters, attend school one-half of 
the winter term, and it is painful to minds at all sensitive 
to the educational interests of a community to see the marks 
of absences, tardiness, and dismissals that disfigure many 
of our school registers. 

Whatever criticisms we have had occasion to make upon 
the discipline or deportment have been made to the teachers 
themselves. 

There is a tendency in our rural districts to intrude the 
so-called higher branches and modern ideas into our prim- 
ary and ungraded schools, to the detriment of all who need 
« thorough elementary training. In such schools these 
higher branches must be at the expense of the lower. And 
as the educational edifice stands, they are robbing the foun- 
dation to make the structure higher. 

There has been two terms the past year, a spring term 
of eleven weeks, and the fall term of sixteen weeks. 

Thirteen different teachers have been employed. ‘Three 
of these were without previous experience and most 
of these have attained such a degree of usefulness that we 
should. not hesitate to employ them again.
